cow would eat up the grindstone.

squandering the money of depositors, 
and stockholders on every conceiva­ 
ble scheme of wild and unpracticable 
speculation and that nothing was 
more certain than an early suspension 
of the bank. Bosh, all bosh. If R a l ­ 
s t o n were alive to-day and pursuing 
precisely the same policy as before 
bis death he would have no more dirt 
eating toadies than the men who now 
say they knew all the time he was a 
dangerous and untrustworthy man. 


A n A nonym ous L iar. 


Lines of R e g re t. 


If there is one thing we regret more 
than another it is our inability to so 
conduct the H e r a l d that its articles 
aud general policy will meet the ap­ 
proval and endorsefneut of our es­ 
teemed cotemporary, the Evening 
Express. 
We have labored long aud 
diligently; we have spent sleepless 
nights; we have consulted friends; 
we have counseled with the wise; we 
have conversed with the shrewd; we 
have struggled with every conceiv­ 
able plan and theory, in the hope that 
we might win a passing commenda­ 
tion from that learned, erudite, digni­ 
fied, high-toned, gilt-edged journal. 
We have been especially anxious for 
tbis favor, because we know that our 
cotemporary is edited by the wisest, 
ablest aud most successful journalists 
that have ever ignored their legiti­ 
mate calling to electrify and mystify 
a gratified and much obliged world 
with scintillations that all delight to 
liken unto the'love of God—journal­ 
ists who have lifted numerous papers 
from comparative obscurity to fath­ 
omless oblivion. 
But, alas, there is a 
limit to human power, aud there is a 
point beyond which human capability 
cannot reach. They will not be com­ 
forted, and in place of the much cov­ 
eted approving smile the condemning 
frown still confronts us. The H e r a l d 
is called a “pennyswipe sheet,” aud 
accused of laboring to shake public 
confidence in the Express. We do not 
understand the term “ pennyswipe 
sheet,” but if it means a paper unlike 
the Express in trimming and syco­ 
phancy we have only to say all right. 
We are fearful that a paper which, 
though owing its birth and existence 
to the Republican party, betrayed its 
parent and sold out its fosterer; that 
filled its columns with assurances of 
the soundness of a bank of the stabil­ 
ity of which it either knew nothing 
or deliberately lied about; that de­ 
nounces the laboring masses who are 
taking legitimate steps for the abate­ 
ment of the Chinese nuisance as“ irre- 
sponsible parties,” cannot reasonably 
urge a strong claim to public confi­ 
dence. 
But be that claim strong or 
weak, we positively affirm that the 
throes and nains and smarts and aches 
now shaking our aguish cotemporary 
are due to no intentional shaking of 
ours.

and in accordance with the Assignees’ 
report, the paper’s indebtedness to the 
bank is placed among the “ bills re­ 
ceivable.” 
If the amount cannot be 
received before January, or at all, so 
much the worse for the creditors, but 
it is none of our“shaking.” We deplore 
the fact that the Express is so unwise, 
so inclined to trimming and to addic­ 
ted to venality as to draw upon itself 
the condemnation of the fair-minded 
portion of the community, but must 
insist on being relieved from the re­ 
sponsibility of having placed it in the 
unpleasant position it occupies. 
We 
cannot account for the idiosyncrasy of 
our cotemporary in insisting that the 
H e r a l d has sunk it to the level it 
now occupies, unless it is true as we 
have heard th at declining fortune 
drives people into a sort of blind fren­ 
zy under the effect of which they 
strike alike at friend and foe. 
We 
feel kindly towards the Express. 
We 
have always regarded it a s a paper 
nearly up to mediocrity in ability, with 
a gutta percha code of principles and 
kangaroo instincts, and we sincerely 
hope it will survive its present attack 
of impecuniosity aud lli-temper, and 
ultimately attain a position approxi­ 
mating respectable journalism. 
We 
apply no harsh terms to our unfortu­ 
nate cotemporary. One of the lessons 
of our youth was to deal gently with 
the erring, and in remembrance of 
that lesson we write these lines more 
iu sorrow than in anger.

Yet to bring the whole matter down 
to its real merit, the whole affair lies 
in the curse ot the prevailing intoxi­ 
cation of the spirit of speculation that 
pervades the World. It is true that 
the Emma Mine was 
absolutely 
worthless, but by manipulation of the 
stock there was mouey to be made. 
General Schenck wanted to make a 
fortune and he stooped from his high 
position to dabble in the filthy work 
of brokerage. The result of the episode 
is an evidence of the deterioration of 
the standard of political ethics of our 
time, and a very unfavorable com­ 
mentary upon the spirit of the age. 
Schenck has disgraced himself and 
the country he represented as well, 
and his career simply shows that he 
yielded to the prevailing sentiment of 
the party he represents. Under the 
present 
administration 
mercenary 
motive seems to be the rule, and in­ 
vestigations show that reform in every 
branch of our Government is needed. 
The necessities of the times demand 
it, the honor of the nation requires it. 
In the practice of the representatives 
of the older nations we find no such 
acts of malfeasance, but under our 
present regime the spirit of avari­ 
cious plunder seems to rule. Scheuck 
is a victim of this spirit, and be is not 
alone. Every department is infected 
with it aud the people must see that a 
change of policy is needed every­ 
where. 


P ro te c t th e Im m igrants. 


Under the above head a valued con­ 
temporary makes the following re­ 
marks:—“ It is presented to us that 
the Immigration Bureau established 
for the purpose of caring for immi­ 
grants on their arrival here and point­ 
ing out to them the way they should 
go, is in need of assistance to sustain 
it in its work. It seems to us it is an 
institution which should commend 
itself to the good will of our wealthy 
men aud large land-owners whose in­ 
terest it should be to attract hither a 
desirc.ble class of immigrants. There 
is no place for such persons now to 
abide temporarily while they are look­ 
ing about them for a settlement. In 
New York the immigrant is taken in 
hand as soon as he arrives and pro­ 
tected from the sharps that infest the 
boats, cars and landing places, while 
here the stranger is left completely at 
the mercy of those cormorants. This 
should not be, and it is to be hoped 
our men of meaus and public spirit 
will not allow such a state of things to 
continue forever. 
If we do not want 
entirely to repel Immigration, lét us 
do something to protect the immi­ 
grant until he can protect himself.” 
There is more truth in these remarks 
than many would suppose; and it is 
quite time that something wa3 done 
in the direction indicated. W hat Cal­ 
ifornia needs, and more especially 
Southern California, is the immigra­ 
tion of a class of settlers who have 
both the means and the will to con­ 
tribute to the full development of our 
resources. Capital is wanted, and la­ 
bor is heeded and both should receive 
aid for their practical investment. In­ 
telligent labor is the real capital of 
the State,—mouey furnishes the mo­ 
tive power. It is to the interest of this 
section that the Bureaa should receive 
aid, in the direction suggested. 
We 
have unlimited resources, inviting de­ 
velopment, aud what is especially re­ 
quired is the proper appreciation of 
the result. We commend the sugges­ 
tions of our contemporary to the con­ 
sideration of our property holders. 


A V exed Q uestion. 


The very violent attacks upon our 
late Representative at the Court of St. 
James have been overdone. 
We be­ 
lieve in justice on every hand, and 
think that while occupying the posi­ 
tion that he did, his discretion, if 
worthy to occupy the place he held, 
should have prompted him to keep 
aloof from everything that appertain­ 
ed to speculative or political move­ 
ments. There is a real influence con­ 
nected with social or political posi­ 
tion that commands or obtains popu­ 
lar acceptation, and the more potent 
it Is the more sacredly should the use 
of it be guarded. 
Schenck simply for­ 
got his official dignity, and yielded to 
a personal impulse which is reprehen­ 
sible in the highest degree. Men are 
human, whether they live in the pal­ 
ace or a hovel as the meanest peasant. 
The real fact is that Schenck saw the 
opportunity to make a dollar and ac­ 
cepted the benefit of it. It is not a 
creditable act on his part, and it is 
quite humiliating for us to admit that 
men iu high places will for mercena­ 
ry purposes stoop to the use of the 
tricksóf brokers; that one occupying 
such a position as th At of Minister to 
a foreign power shou id stoop to the 
vocation of a stock-broker is indeed a 
shame, and as a cotemporary remarks 
“The whole affair ift to the last degree 
disgraceful. That a Senator of the 
United States and an American Min­ 
ister of the fiist rank, should put up a 
job of this kind is something that in 
the earlier 
history of 
the 
Uni­ 
ted States would not 
have been 
possible; but it 
is characteristic of 
the 
whole 
Administration 
since 


A much vexed question is whether 
our present State Controller can hold 
the office for the full term of general 
M a n d e v i l l e , who was chosen for four 
years at the last election. 
At the 
death of General M a n d e v i l l e the 
Governor appointed Mr. W. R. C. 
B r o w n to fill the vacancy which was 
done iu accordance with the following 
section of the code: 
“ Sec. 1001. A vacancy in the office 
of either the Secretary of State, Con­ 
troller, Treasurer, Attorney-General, 
Surveyor-General,State Printer, Clerk 
of the Supreme Court, or State Har­ 
bor Commissioner, elected by the 
Stale at large, must be filled by a per­ 
son appointed by the Governor. At 
the next general election subsequent 
to the occurrence of the vacancy, a 
successor must be elected, who must 
qualify and enter upon the duties of 
his office on the first Monday in De­ 
cember next after his election, and 
who holds his office for the balance of 
the uuexpired term.” 
Section 1041 of the political code 
clearly defines the term general elec­ 
tion which shows most emphaticiy 
that under the State Constitution and 
legislative enactments Mr. B r o w n 
will hold the office for two years from 
the election of General M a n d e v i l l e . 
This ought to settle the qnestion, al­ 
though we perceive that some of our 
cotemporaries take the view that a 
general election is that at which the 
President is chosen. From our view 
of the proposition we are inclined to 
doubt the assumption, but think from 
present indications the Supreme court 
will be called upon to decide the ques­ 
tion. The Radicals seem determined 
to test the question, and claim that a 
new Controller must be elected next 
November on the ground that there is 
then a general election. 
We do not 
think they need to trouble themselves 
for we believe M r. B r o w n to be the 
popular favorite.

F r o m S a l t U k e . 


S a l t L a k e , June 2d.—The report of 
the Grand Jury who were appointed 
to examine the books and records of 
the Salt Lake city corporation is rath­ 
er startling, aud in proportion to the 
amount of money handled the robbery 
and corruption which characterized 
Boss Tweed’s reign have beeu fully 
equaled in the management of the 
city funds. Several attempts have 
been'made during the last ten year9 
to examine into the city’s affairs, but 
the city government has been cón- 
ducted as a close corporation since its 
organization, by men who are noted 
for combining Church and State to 
the greatest extent possible, and have 
invariably opposed such examination. 
The report shows that no church prop­ 
erty has ever been assessed, although 
it is a well known fact that the Mor­ 
mon church owns property estimated 
to be worth over one million dollars, 
among which is the property occu­ 
pied by the Deseret News. 
In the 
Recorder’s office appearances Indicate 
that the Mayor had unlimited power, 
warrants being drawn and the busi­ 
ness conducted generally according to 
his dictation. In the expense account 
there is one item of $1,000 for painting 
the portrait of Brigham Young; also 
the board bill of Senator at the Town­ 
send House, $90. The bar account 
shows the profits accruing from the 
bar conducted by the city. D. H. 
Wells’ account shows that the credit­ 
ing him with $27,749.33 was a delibe­

on

tax-payers. 
In the year 1861, Salt Lake City en­ 
gaged in the crooked whisky business 
ami items of liquor and refreshments 
show that the city officials consumed 
large quantities of Valley Tan, while

«reaching words of wisdom to their 
ollowers. 
In 1862 Brigham Young 
bought a distillery and carried on bus­ 
iness, the city buying from him, pay­ 
ing $4 per gal Ion. From March, 1864 to 
August, 1868 there was due to the 
Government for Revenue tax $60,000, 
of which one half only have been 
paid. The license tax received from 
liquor dealers from 
1871 to 1875 
was one hundred aud fifty-six thou­ 
sand seven hundred and sixty dollars 
no return was made of money paid to 
any one except Brigham Young one- 
half the license paid by him, seven­ 
teen thousand and twelve dollars, was 
returned to him in warrants drawn on 
the City Treasurer and charged to the 
license account.
